MIGRATION DF SQUIRRELS. 

to __ 

Singular Sight Witnessed by Audu¬ 
bon from ah Ohio River 
Flatboat. 


There was some excuse for killing 
squirrels in early times, for they were j 
a great pest, being great thieves ol I 
seed corn and green corn. More than j 
a dozen different varieties were indi¬ 
genous to the United States, but the | 
best known was the common gray oj 
migratory sq'uirrel, says Youth’s Com¬ 
panion. It was called migratory on ac¬ 
count of the long journeys it some¬ 
times made. Occasionally, for reasons 
of their own, probably in search of j 
food, these squirrels used to ’migrate , 
from one part of the country to am 
other in great numbers. Once started 
oh one of these migrations, neither 
monntains nor rivers could stop them 
and they devoured everything eatable 
that came in their way. Audubon de¬ 
scribes one which he witnessed: It 
was in 1819, when we were descending 
the Ohio river in a flatboat, chiefly 
with the intention of seeking for birds 
then unknown to us. About 100 miles 
•below Cincinnati, as we were floating 
down the stream, we observed a large 
number of squirrels swimming across 
the river, and we continued to see 
them at various places until we had 
nearly reached Smithland, a town 
about 100 miles above the mouth oi 
the Ohio. At times they were strewn, ] 
as it were, over the surface of the wa¬ 
ter, some of them, being fatigued, j 
sought a few moments’ rest on our 
long steering oar, which hung into the j 
water, in a slanting direction over the 
stern of our boat. The boys along the 
shores.and in boats were killing the 
squirrels in' great numbers, although 
most of them got across."

The Imperial Government Credit Is 
Excellent at Home and 
Abroad, 
k - 

To lend money to the mikado is pro¬ 
nounced as safe as’ buying United 
States bonds and certainly far more 
profitable. The Japanese imperial gov¬ 
ernment credit is first-class abroad 
with security, and it is double first- 
clasp at home without security, a con¬ 
trast to the recent refusal of St. Pe¬ 
tersburg bankers to float a $75,000,000 
internal loan for the imperial govern- ■ 
ment. Japan’s total external and in¬ 
ternal war loans to date aggregate 
$650,000,000, with an annual interest 
charge of $33,100,000, with the profit¬ 
able government owned railways not 
yet borrowed upon; Japan’s govern¬ 
ment tobacco monopoly is an increas¬ 
ingly paying proposition. In 1904-5 it 
yielded a net revenue of $10,536,000, 
nearly doubling in three years, and in 
1905-6 it will be $16,005,000, a further 
increase of nearly 60 per cent, in one 
year, Baron Kaneko says his country* 
men have saved money by the war, 
that industries proceeded muqh as 
usual, that they have made most ot 
their war material, weapons, ammuni¬ 
tion, and hospital supplies, giving em¬ 
ployment to great numbers of people 
He expects to see “Korea and Man¬ 
churia invaded by an army of artisans, 
farmers and laborers.”

FIND USE FOR PERIWINKLES 

Formerly Despised Shellfish Make 
an* Excellent Bait for 
Codfish. 

The despised periwinkle, which 
overruns the waters of Long Island 
sound, and which for years has been 
considered worse than useless, has 
suddenly taken on a marketable value, 
and the oystermen are reaping a good 
harvest from their capture. 

The periwinkle has become valuable 
because the codfish, never before 
known to be an epicure, has taken a 
liking to him. Their tender tails are 
now the most delicious morsel for Mr. 
Cod's table, and even the tough body 
part of the periwinkle is now gobbled 
by the cod in preference to outtleflsh, 
herring or clams. 

This peculiar- whim of the codfish 
was only recently discovered by the 
eastern fishermen, who had been won¬ 
dering why the fish did not take hold 
of the usual bait. As there are few or 
no periwinkles in the eastern waters 
the fishermen of that region „are now 
sending to the west end of the sound 
for periwinkles, which are shipped 
east by the barrel. 

The periwinkle is a gastropod shell¬ 
fish, a large salt water shail in fact, 
the shell of which runs from a minute 
size up to seven and eight inches in 
length. The part of the-body which 
projects from the shell proper Is pro¬ 
tected with a thin, transparent cover¬ 
ing, and the body is tough, while the 
tail within the shell is soft and ten¬ 
der. 

Perwinkles feed upon the oysters, 
and for this all that have been caucrht 
for many years have been broiled to 
death, together with the starfish and 
the drills, the other oyster pests, and 
then thrown into the sound again. A 
successful industry is now promised 
in the wholesale capture of the "win¬ 
kle” for bait.

The nostrils being targe, 
open and free indicates large lungs, A 
pinched and half closed nostril indi¬ 
cates small or weak lungs, 
i These are general points of dlstinc* 
tion from those of short-lived tenden¬ 
cies, but, of course, subject to the usual 
Individual exceptions. Still, it is well 
acknowledged that the characteristics 
noted are expressions of inherent po¬ 
tentiality, which have been proven on 
the basis of abundant statistical evi¬ 
dence.
